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On Wednesday morning just 
before 9 a.m. a motor vehicle 
accident, just one km south of 
Didsbury on Range Road 2. took 
the life of a local man and sent 
two women to the Foothills Hos¬ 
pital, in Calgary, for treatment 
of injuries. 

Leonard John Siemens of 
Carstairs, known to most as Dino, 
and his wife Janet were travel¬ 
ling north in a Honda Accord 
when a Ford Tarus, travelling 
south, lost control and struck 
the Honda head on. Leonard was 
found dead at the scene. Neither 
Janet, or the driver of the Tau¬ 
rus injuries were considered life 
threatening. A four year old 
child was also riding in the 
Tarus, but suffered no injuries as 
the child was in a car seat. 

The driver of the Tarus has 
now been released from hospi¬ 
tal. 

According to Cst. Reister of 
the Didsbury RCMP speed was 
not a factor in the accident, but 
it was a result of bad weather and 
poor road conditions. Police do not 
anticipate any charges will be laid 
against the driver of the Tarus. 

“If you don’t need to go out in 
conditions like that, then don’t,” 
said Cst. Reister. “And if you have 
to, take it very slow.” 


MVC’s appeal board denies residents request

Mountain View County’s 
(MVC) Subdivision Develop¬ 
ment Appeal Board denied an 
appeal, submitted bv resident 
Dwayne Berreth. regarding a 
development permit for the new 
Administrative Building. 

Berreth’s property is adja¬ 
cent to the site where the new 
building is proposed to be lo¬ 
cated, which is near the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport. 

Berreth's main concerns 


were the future of his water 
supply and the possibility of the 
County’s parking lot contami¬ 
nating his dugout. which his 
cattle drink out of. 

The development is proposed 
to be built next to a coulee, 
which is owned by Berreth. The 
dugout is only about half a mile 
down the coulee, and Berreth 
feels that the oils and fuels from 
vehicles that will he in the Coun¬ 
ty’s parking lot will wash down 
into the coulee and contaminate 
the dugout. 

“It doesn't take that much 


oil to contaminate water,” he 
told the appeal board, earlier 
this month on April 2. 

Despite the appeal being 
denied, the appeal board 
added one condition to the de¬ 
velopment permit, which 
states: “The applicant (the 
County) shall take or cause 
to be taken such steps as may 
be required to prevent silt 
and construction debris from 
entering Deadrick Coulee 
during the period of construc¬ 
tion of the County Adminis¬ 
tration Building and the two 


Ancillary Buildings.” 

Berreth says that he is frus¬ 
trated and upset with the appeal 
board’s decision to turn down his 
appeal, saying that his concerns 
were quite valid and this build¬ 
ing is just going to see agricul¬ 
ture within the County go down¬ 
hill. 

“(My main concerns were) my 
water levels and the possible con¬ 
tamination of my dugout, half a 
mile down the hill, which are still 
of concern to me and weren’t ad¬ 
dressed,” he said. “They ad¬ 
dressed one issue about the pos¬ 


sible silt being washed into my 
property because of construc¬ 
tion and the Board recom¬ 
mended that that be addressed. 
But, it’s far from over.” 

Berreth, a grain and beef pro¬ 
ducer, has worked his land 
which he purchased from his 
mother’s estate for the past 55 
years. 

He says that by building this 
administrative building at this 
location, it will affect his liveli¬ 
hood, and reduce his property 
value.

School division 
hiring safety officer 


RCMP 
applaud 
governments 
decision to 
widen 

medians

With Highway 2 being 
one of the main arteries in 
Alberta’s transportation 
system, the Province is mak¬ 
ing some changes locally to 
make the four lane highway 
safer and more logical, gov¬ 
ernment officials say. 

This coming summer driv¬ 
ers of the four lane highway, 
in the Carstairs and 
Didsbury area, are going to 
have to find their patience, 
because the Province will be 
conducting a major median 
expansion from the Acme 
overpass (north of Airdrie) 
all the way north to nearly 
the Didsbury overpass. 

“We will be pushing the 
two lanes of traffic (further) 
apart from one another,” 
explained Les Hempsey, 
Project Director for the 
North/South Corridor. 

The current median, 
which isn’t much wider 
than some sidewalks, will at 
least double in size, 
Hempsey said, adding that 
he didn’t know the exact di¬ 
mensions. 

Tenders for the project 
closed last Friday, which 
means that construction 
crews should begin work as 
early as next month. 

During construction 
there will still be two lanes 
of traffic - both north and 
sound bound - although the 
speed in which traffic will be 
required to travel will be 
reduced significantly, 

Humpsey added. 

“What we will do, during 
construction, is just move 
the lanes over and use the 
shoulder of the road, which 
is quite large, for traffic to 
drive on,” he explained. 

A portion of the outside 
lane, commonly referred to 
as the fast lane, will be 
taken off and will become 
part of the median, while 
the right shoulder will be 
paved and further expanded 
- to ensure that the two 


lanes of traffic are still wide 
enough for traffic to travel 
upon. 

“This is a safety issue. We 
have the unfortunate habit 
of people who are travelling 
too close to one another in 
opposite lanes to be involved 
in head on collisions - and 
hopefully this will reduce the 
number of fatalities and ac¬ 
cidents,” Hempsey said. 

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Conal Archer says he ap¬ 
plauds the governments de¬ 
cision to expand the high¬ 
way’s medians, and he also 
hopes it will reduce the 
number of fatalities which 
occur along highway 2. 

“We are always driving 
out to (highway 2) for colli¬ 
sions, many of which have 
been fatal,” Archer said. 
“Any widening of that me¬ 
dian would be of a significant 
advantage.” 

Archer says he lost count 
of the number of times that 
people crossed over the small 
median into oncoming traf¬ 
fic in all types of driving con¬ 
ditions. He hopes that by

widening these medians 
many of these accidents can 
be prevented. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
says that the Transporta¬ 
tion Department is often un¬ 
der tight budgets, so it’s al¬ 
ways a tough job when decid¬ 
ing where the funds should 
be allocated. He did, how¬ 
ever, agree that highway 2 
should be a priority with the 
high traffic counts as it acts 
as Alberta’s major trade cor¬ 
ridor. 

“Again it’s a question of 
priories,” Marz said. “When 
you are looking at Highway 
2 building (a larger) barrier 
for safety is important, and 
you always have to look at 
that. When you get traffic 
counts, it’s important to 
take all safety precautions.” 

CROSS ROADS TO BE 
PHASED OUT 

The crossroads, which 
are common in the local 
area, which allow farmers 
and other rural traffic to 
cross highway 2 without 
having to drive to the clos¬ 
est overpass are in the gov¬ 
ernments plans to be totally 
eliminated in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Humpsey says that the 
Province views highway 2 
as more of a freeway, than 
just a highway, and feels it 
would cut down on a 
number of accidents if local 
rural traffic were forced to 
travel to the nearest over¬ 
pass. 

“This is something that 
will happen over time, it 
won’t be an instant thing,” 
Humpsey said. “It’s all 
about safety and efficiency.” 

These roads are most 
commonly used by farmers 
who own land on either side 
of highway 2, as well as by 
many residents who live in 
the country. 

Once this project is com¬ 
pletely in place, there won’t 
be any other way to get onto 
highway 2 - besides going to 
the closest overpass and 
merging onto the highway. 

Marz says he under¬ 
stands the frustration that 
this may cause some rural 
residents, but he says that 
highway 2 is just too big for 
local traffic to use these 
crossroads any further and 
supports the governments 
decision to close the cross¬ 
roads. 

“When you get traffic 
counts like this - it’s very 
hard to find a spot you can 
even cross at,” he said. “For 
safety, you have to do these 
types of things.” 

The total cost of either 
project wasn’t known as of 
present time.

In response to several recent 
incidents, including the theft of 
chemicals from a lab in Sylvan 
Lake that were later used to 
poison several students, the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
will hire a safety officer, say 
officials. 

The officer will monitor sci¬ 
ence labs, playgrounds, indus¬ 
trial shops, school buses, and 
other areas, said Chinook’s 
Edge chairman Roy Brassard. 

“We thought maybe there 
was a wake-up call here some¬ 
where,” said Brassard. 

“We felt that one individual 
who could cover the entire re¬ 
gion would serve everyone best. 

“We realized that we were 
leaving this critical area up to 
interpretation by a lot of peo¬ 
ple and we felt even having a 
consultant brought in wouldn’t 
bring the educational back¬ 
ground and the in depth iden¬ 
tification with the situation. 

“We decided that we would 
hire somebody that would be on 
staff, that would develop a very 
personal knowledge of what’s 
involved.” 

The officer will conduct on¬ 
going inspections at all 39 
schools in the division, includ¬ 
ing those in Olds, Didsbury and 


Sundre. 

Three Sylvan Lake school 
girls were jailed after admitting 
poisoning several other stu¬ 
dents with a chemical laced 
slushie drink. The chemical in 
question, copper sulphate, was 
stolen from a school science lab. 

A division-wide review of 
school laboratories was con¬ 
ducted following the poisoning. 
While inspectors found that all 
labs were in compliance with 
existing policy, there were ar¬ 
eas where improvements could 
be made, he said. 

A recent fatality accident 
near Acme, in which two stu¬ 
dents died, was another inci¬ 
dent that promoted the decision 
to hire the officer. 

The division has already in¬ 
stituted changes to its field trip 
policy in light of the Acme inci¬ 
dent - all van drivers are now 
required to have Class 4 li¬ 
cences. 

Chinook’s Edge school 
buses travelled more than 
four million kilometres dur¬ 
ing the 2002-2003 school 
year. 

The divisions new safety 
officer will be hired once ap¬ 
plications are received and 
reviewed. The exact cost of 
hiring the new officer will 
be determined later, he said.

Dear Editor; 

I was quite disappointed by 
your last editorial and the kind 
of reasoning that your article is 
based on. You did bring out some 
truth, but sadly went the wrong 
way with it. You are right in see¬ 
ing some of the problems that 
exist, ie. 2 strangers going off to 
Vegas to get married, single par¬ 
ent families, children without 
parents, children in homes with 
unhappy marriages, young 
women giving birth every day 
and that kids will always be 
bugged.

The root of this type of thought 
is the unscientific, illogical and 
unreasonable theory of evolu¬ 
tion that people are being brain¬ 
washed with. When you really 
look at the tenants of evolution, 
they absolutely do not make 


sense. First of all, evolution can¬ 
not explain the beginning of eve¬ 
rything or anything, it always 
starts with something part way 
through. Second, it goes against 
the laws of nature, everything 
always goes from a higher state 
to a lower state, from organiza¬ 
tion to disorganization. Third, 
it puts forth that just throwing 
time at something will give 
something a chance to happen.

It is important, in the light of 
so many different ideas about 
who this Creator is, to investi¬ 
gate the facts thoroughly to es¬ 
tablish the truth. It will not do 
to just say they can all be true 
because that in effect says that 
none are true, that these are just 
someone’s idea or fantasy and 
then you are back to evolution 
which is impossible, irrational 
and unscientific. 

The reason as to why it is 
important to determine the 
truth is at least twofold. For one 
thing, it helps us to avoid going 
“splat” when we do not know 


the laws that are in place and we 
face the consequences of our ac¬ 
tions. Secondly, it is important 
for our eternal destiny. It may be 
comforting to think that evolu¬ 
tion would be nice so that we just 
disappear into decay and not face 
any eternal consequences of our 
lives, but the truth is that the 
Creator has set up laws and given 
us the freedom to choose our way. 
At the same time He has also set 
up consequences for disobeying 
the laws and directions that He 
has set up. 

So we are free to have our 
own beliefs and choose how we 
are going to live our lives, but we 
will face the consequences of 
those beliefs and actions because 
our beliefs will not change real¬ 
ity, just like jumping off a tall 
building and believing that we 
will not hit the ground hard will 
change that fact.

“This is my livelihood 
and there have been state¬ 
ments made by the Reeve 
and by County Council that 
they are protecting farm ag¬ 
riculture land. 

Well, they sure aren’t pro¬ 
tecting mine, plus they are 
taking land out of production 
for this development,” 
Berreth added. 

Berreth feels that if the 
County’s administration 
building is constructed at 
this location that it will pre¬ 
vent him from working his 
land the way is always has, 
and he is scared he may have 
to change some of his farm¬ 
ing practices which he has 
used for decades. 

“Farming is a way of life. 
You can’t help it. You are 
living in it. And, when you 
see it going down hill like 
that, and it will go down 
hill, it won’t take long and 
they will be coming over and 
saying, ‘you can’t spread that 
manure, or stop that dust.’” 

Berreth’s appeal was 
based on five concerns, 
which includes: 1) A change 
in water quality as a result 
of new development; 2) A 
potential reduction in water 
flow; 3) Increased traffic in 
the area; 4) Increased noise 
during construction; 5) 
Safety of the access road. 

Berreth condemned the 
County for not approaching 
him prior to the construc¬ 
tion of the building, saying 
that they are not acting as 
responsible neighbours. 

“If they were half decent 
neighbours, and the County 
is my neighbour because 
they own the land across 
from me, they would have 
approached me ahead of time 
and said, ‘We have this pro¬ 
posal that we would like to 
build this building in beside 
you and do you have any 
concerns?’ (If they would 
have done that) I would 
have laid the whole business 
on the table.” 


The County’s Commis¬ 
sioner, Harold Johnsrude, 
says that the building com¬ 
mittee contacted all area 
residents. 

“When we were proceed¬ 
ing with the plans, we made 
all efforts to contact all area 
residents,” Johnsrude said. 
“I know, Tony Martins (the 
County’s Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner) tried to personally 
contact Dwayne Berreth a 
number of times - but was 
not successful.” 

Berreth says he feels that 
his appeal may have been 
looked over, more-so be¬ 
cause he didn’t have the 
hired experts like the county 
had. 

The County, in the build¬ 
ing process, was required to 
hire experts to look at safety, 
environmental issues (in¬ 
cluding water), and other is¬ 
sues like traffic. 

“I was stacked up against 
all the experts, and my tax 
dollars were paying their 
wages... It’s not fair,” 
Berreth said. “What can one 
man do, especially this time 
of the year. There is field 


work that has to be done and 
what are you going to do?” 

The County Council on 
the other hand is very 
happy with the news. 

“We are very pleased that 
we can now move ahead,” 
said Johnsrude. “The archi¬ 
tect is now working on the 
detailed plans, the concep¬ 
tual design of the building.” 

Johnsrude went on to say 
that the appellant, Berreth. 
did not have all the infor¬ 
mation, and that the 
County did do everything 
that was needed to after 
choosing that location. 

The Appeal Board worked 
for many hours researching 
everything that was 
brought forward at the ap¬ 
peal, and according to the 
Appeal Board chairman Dave 
Smith, everything was taken 
into consideration. 

“The board studied all 
the material it was given 
and they came to the con¬ 
clusion they did based on 
that,” said Smith . 

“The county had the con¬ 
ditions met, especially the 
conditions that were being

appealed.” 

Smith felt that Berreth’s 
concerns were all addressed. 

“It was a big job for eve¬ 
ryone,” said Smith. “This 


hearing was very very in¬ 
volved and the board wanted 
to make sure every aspect of 
it was studied, and it was, 
and the decision was made.”

After 26 years of hard work 
and dedication, Rhonda Hunter 
decided to end her journey 
working for the Town of 
Didsbury and embark on a new 
journey. 

“I want to acknowledge and 
thank all the community groups, 
service groups and sporting 
groups I had the good luck to 
work with,” said Hunter. “They 
make a big difference.” 

Hunter started working with 
the Town as a lifeguard at the 
old Kinsmen Pool. She worked 
seasonally there until the pool 
closed in Sept, of 1991. During 
the off season at the pool 
Hunter would work for the 


Town doing accounts payable, 
front desk, parks, etc. 

During the year and a half 
the pool was closed, Hunter at¬ 
tended SAIT in Calgary. She 
then worked at the Calgary Gen¬ 
eral Hospital for eight months. 

The new Aquatic Center 
opened in Feb. of 1993. “The 
new pool was definitely a high¬ 
light,” said Hunter. “The com¬ 
munity made the right decision 
deciding to have it. The reloca¬ 
tion of it. and all the plans for it 
were all very exciting.” 

Hunter became the Aquatic 
Supervisor in 1993 until 1995. 
In 1995 she became the Memo¬ 
rial Complex manager, which 
was a new position with the 
Town. 


Finally in 2002 Hunter be¬ 
came the director of Community 
Services with the Town. 

“The Town was really grow¬ 
ing and the position was 
needed,” said Hunter. “We 
talked as an administrative 
body and I decided to take the 
position.” A big highlight for the 
community, after the opening of 
the new pool, was the water 
slide. Hunter had the idea for 
the Step Up and Slide program, 
which helped the Town raise 
the needed money for the slide. 
Everyone who donated to the 
slide now has a plaque with 
their name on it on one of the 
steps up the slide. 

“The job always provided op¬ 
portunity for creative ideas and 


brainstorming,” said Hunter. 
“The Step Up and Slide is an 
idea I am proud of. I always en¬ 
joyed using my creative juices to 
raise funds for the community’s 
needs.” Other ideas of Hunter’s 
that the community has adopted 
over the years are the outdoor 
theatre, the skateboard park, 
the Memorial Park, and the 
Make a Trial fund-raiser. “I re¬ 
member standing and looking at 
the space where the outdoor 
theatre now is and brainstorm¬ 
ing ideas of what it could be 
used for,” said Hunter. “That is 
when the idea of the outdoor 
theatre just popped into my 
head."Hunter says she was paid 
to do the job, and she always 
needed councils’ support to 


move forward with any ideas. 

“Their support was very im¬ 
portant,” said Hunter. “They 
were like a sounding board for 
me, not all my ideas were good 
ones.” Through her time with 
the Town, Hunter gained much 
valuable experience through 
government courses, and things 
she taught to others such as 
First Aid, Water safety, and 
Lifeguarding. 

“I will stay in the industry of 
recreation and local govern¬ 
ment,” said Hunter. “Timing 
was everything for me, and I 
knew I wasn’t going to retire 
with the Town. I need to stand 
by my convictions and do things 
that are good for my life.”

This means that we are now in the seventh month of ice 
and snow and miserable roads. Yes, yes 1 admit that there were 
a few breaks in there when the ice was a bit less treacherous 
and the main roads were reasonably dry but since October 
there has been ice on the side roads and sidewalks, ice in the 
yards and corrals, ice in intersections and in great miserable 
ruts on parking lots. Everybody that I know has a horrible 
"skidding on ice" story and I am no exception. 


When I was a child we lived on a farm, but in order to make 
ends meet Dad did several other things, black smithing, well 
drilling, logging in winter. In the early fifties, while dad was 
logging near Rocky Mountain House he had an accident that 
broke his leg in seven places. The next winter he was back in 
the bush again, but this time he was camp cook. He had a steel 
plate in his leg and was working on crutches. At about the 
same time Mom had a gallbladder operation and nearly died. 
The family decided that the time had come to move into town 
where life would be easier for Mom and we older kids could 
help out a bit. Mom was still in hospital so Maij, Allan, Ronny, 
and I rented a house in town and took over. The three younger 
kids were staying with nearby aunts and uncles. 


Allan and Ronny owned a huge gravel truck and since we 
had a truck in the family this seemed like the logical way to 
accomplish the move. I don't remember much about the pack¬ 
ing process but it must have gone fairly well. We didn't move 
any major appliances because the ones on the farm were not 
electric so we got all the beds, chairs, tables, clothes, sofa and 
pump organ etc. in one big load. Clothing and personal things 
were coming by car. My cousin Dott had come along to help 
and with Allan driving, Dott and I in the middle and Ronny 
on the outside we set out for Ponoka. It was December and 
very icy. 


We had gone about 3 miles when we saw another truck com¬ 
ing toward us. Allan took his foot off the gas in order to slow 
down slightly, and in that moment the truck went out of con¬ 
trol, careened sideways down the gravel road and went, still 
sideways, into the ditch and overturned. 

An overturned gravel truck is not a pretty sight. Add to 
this a ditch full of furniture, several mattresses, a smashed 
pump organ and four stunned young people crawling out of 
the wreckage. We now have what appears to be a full blown 
disaster. An aunt and uncle with a load of clothes arrived while 
the wheels were still turning. The aunt, quite justifiably, had 
hysterics. A few minutes later a second uncle arrived to tell 
Allan that his father in law had died. Allan went off to town to 
be with his wife and send us some help.

It took a County grader to right the truck. He was plowing 
snow in the area so we didn't have to wait terribly long. We 
piled our wet, snowy, disheveled household effects back into 
the truck and went on to town. The only real disaster was the 
pump organ which finished life as a bookcase. By the time 
Mom got out of hospital and Dad came in from the camp we 
had cleaned, repaired and replaced most things and life went 
on. Mom got better. Dad's leg finally healed, they bought a lovely 
old house and filled it with unbroken furniture.

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Marz wins nomination by acclamation

Current Olds- 

Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz has 
won the nomination of 
the local Provincial Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
riding by acclamation - 
a first for the local poli¬ 
tician. 

Marz says he tossed 
his hat into the political 
ring to run for another 
term, because he has too 
much unfinished busi¬ 
ness that he wants to 
see completed before he 
steps aside. 

“We are getting close 
to getting the (Provin¬ 
cial) debt paid off and I 
have been a part of that 
for nearly two-thirds of 
that. 

1 would like to be a 
part of seeing Alberta be 
debt free, and helping 
make a plan for a debt 
free Province,” Marz 
said. 

By this time next 
year the Province will 
only owe about $2.7 bil¬ 
lion on their debt, Marz 
said. When Marz first 
took office in 1997 the 
Provincial debt was in 
the neighbourhood of 
about $30 billion. 

Thinking into the fu¬ 
ture, if Marz is success¬ 
ful at winning the next 
Provincial election and 
if the Province becomes 
debt free during his next 
term, he says he already 
has plans which he will 
be pushing for. 

“When we become 
debt free I would like to 
see a significant reduc¬ 
tion in education prop¬ 
erty taxes, and fund 
more of this out of gen¬ 
eral revenues (which 
will be higher, because 
we won’t have a debt 
payment anymore),” 
Marz said. “If we did 
this it would be putting 
more of Albertans 
money back into their 
own pockets.” 

Marz says that over 
the last few years he has 
also worked very hard 
to have funds brought 
to the local area for 
many large infrastruc¬ 
ture projects, such as 
the construction of new 
schools. 

Over the past few 
years there have been a 
number of moderniza¬ 
tion projects approved 
for local communities, 
as well as the approval 
of funds for a new high 
school in Didsbury, and 
plans are underway for 
Chinook's Edge School 
Division (CESD) to part¬ 
ner up with the Province 
and Olds College to pos¬ 
sibly build a new high 
school on the college 
campus. 

“It takes a lot of lob¬ 
bying with the right de¬ 
partments by me to have 
some of these projects 
approved,” Marz said. 
“You really have to do 


your homework and 
work hard for some of 
these projects.” 

With schools taking 
at least two years to be 
built, Marz says he 
wants to be apart of this 
in his next term, which 
is one of the reasons he 
is seeking re-election. 


“It takes about two 
years to get a school 
built, and I want to be 
around to see these 
projects come together.” 

Marz commented that 
he has also worked hard 
on seeing a number of 
local road projects get 
underway and com¬ 


pleted, and he says if he 
is re-elected in the next 
election transportation is 
still near the top of his 
radar screen. 

A few years ago the 
Didsbury Hospital re¬ 
ceived $6 million worth 
of funding, which has 
now been transferred to 


the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR), but Marz 
says that money is still 
designated for the local 
hospital. 

“I would like to still 
be around to see how 
that money is going to 
be used exactly,” he 
added. 


Marz credits family 
for their support. 

Marz says that if it 
wasn’t for the support 
of his wife, Jan and his 
children and grandchil¬ 
dren that he wouldn’t be 
able to keep doing what 
he does.

Plans heating up for chili cook-o ff benefit

If organizers have it their 
way, the temperature in 
Didsbury should rise slightly 
this Saturday with the impend¬ 
ing arrival of the Chili Cook- 
Off Benefit event they are 
planning at 12 noon for Crys¬ 
tal Meredith at the Zion Evan¬ 
gelical Missionary Church. 

John Howard is just one of a 
group of about four individuals 
(Jack Feenstra, Linda Regner 
and Larry Hildebrand are also 
involved) from the community 
working to raise money to de¬ 
fray some of the medical costs 
the Meredith family has in¬ 
curred since learning of the 
rare tumor detected in Crys¬ 
tal’s brain. 

The group hopes that pro¬ 
ceeds from the Chili Cook-Off 


being held this Saturday, April 
24th, will help the family cope 
with some of the financial stress 
laid upon them recently. “This 
idea originally came about in the 
Men’s Group at ZEM,” explains 
John Howard.

FOR CANADIAN FARMERS 

The Government of Canada is investing $995 million to help farmers make the 
transition to the new Canadian Agricultural Income Stabilization (CAIS) 
program. The Transitional Industry Support Program (TISP) includes a direct 
payment to cattle producers and a general payment to all farmers. 

Direct Payment for Cattle and Ruminants 

The direct payment to producers of cattle and other ruminants is a per head 
payment based on inventories of eligible animals as of December 23, 2003. 
Producers of cattle, bison, sheep, goats, elk and deer are eligible. 

To apply, farmers need to complete a form reporting their inventory as of 
December 23, 2003. Payments will be made within 30 days of form receipt. 
Application forms are available online at www.agr.gc.ca/tisp or by calling 

1 866 367 8506. 

Note: Some program details may be subject to change. 

General Transition Payment 

Farmers will receive a payment based on their income history. Cheques will 
begin to be mailed in late April. Individuals, corporations, trusts, co-operatives 
and communal organizations reporting farming income (or loss) for 2002 for 
income tax purposes are eligible for the transition payment. Status Indians 
farming on a reserve are also eligible. Note: supply managed commodities are 
excluded. 

NISA participants and producers who received a Risk Management Funding 
payment in the last two years will automatically receive a payment. Others 
must apply. Application forms are available online at www.agr.gc.ca/tisp or 
by calling 1 866-367-8506. 

Canadian Farm Income Program (CFIP) 

The federal government is providing an additional $65 million to farmers for 
final payments under the CFIP 2002 program. Farmers who applied for and 
received a payment under the 2002 program will automatically receive a 
cheque.

that Jan usually travels

miss family functions. 

“Public life is a big 
decision. You're basi¬ 
cally on call seven days 
a week, 24 hours a day 
and you’re responsible 
to your local constitu¬ 
ents on a whole host of 
topics all of the time.” 

Marz says that his 
family have accepted 
that he can’t always at¬ 
tend family functions, 
and for that he values 
their support. “(This 
job) is important to me 
and to my family. It’s 
not just a commitment 
for (just) myself, but 
also for my entire fam¬ 
ily. My little grandson 
often says, ‘Does Papa 
always have to work?’” 


Marz says that he is 
aging and getting near 
the age where most peo¬ 
ple are starting to con¬ 
sider retirement, but 
says he has too many 
goals and just too much 
energy to step aside 
now. 

“I seem to enjoy the 
fast paced lifestyle. If I 
ever get a day off I am 
often pacing the floor 
and feel guilty, almost, 
for doing nothing,” 
Marz said.

Marz’s constituency 
boundaries will be 
changing somewhat 
prior to the next elec¬ 
tion, which will see him 
representing approxi¬ 
mately 33,000 

Albertans. 

Marz will be losing 
the M.D. of Bighorn area 
as well as a small sec¬ 
tion of Mountain View 
County north of the cor¬ 
ridor line and West of 
Highway 22. 

He will, however, be 
gaining east of Highway 
21 and south of High¬ 
way 27, which includes 
the Carbon area right 
down to the 

Drumheller boundary 
(but not including the 
Town of Drumheller). 

Marz didn’t com¬ 
ment on when the Pro¬ 
vincial election was ex¬ 
pected to be called.

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QUESTION: Are there times when good, loving parents 
don’t like their own kids very much? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, just as there are times in a good mar¬ 
riage when husbands and wives don’t like each other for a while. 
What you should do in both situations is hang tough. Look for 
ways to make the relationship better, but never give up your 
commitment to one another. That is especially true during your 
child’s teen years, when the person you see will be very differ¬ 
ent in a few years. Wait patiently for him or her to grow up. 
You’ll be glad you did. 


QUESTION: I majored in education at a state university and 
I was taught that children will provide their own motivation to 
learn if we give them an opportunity to do so. My professors 
favored a “student-led” classroom instead of one that depends 
on strong leadership from the teacher. The children will then 
want to learn rather than being forced to learn. Do you see it 
that way? 

DR. DOBSON: I certainly agree that we should try to moti¬ 
vate kids to work, study and learn. They’ll enjoy the process 
more and retain the information longer if their motivation comes 
from within. So I think your professors are right in saying that 
we should capitalize on students’ natural interest whenever we 
can. But it is naive to believe that any educational program can 
generate that kind of interest in every subject and sustain it for 
a majority of students day in and day out. That is not going to 
happen. Kids need to learn some things that may be boring to 
them, such as math or grammar, whether they choose to or not. 

A former superintendent of public instruction in the state of 
California reacted to the notion that children have a natural 
interest in everything adults think they should know. He said: 
“To say that children have an innate love of learning is as 
muddleheaded as to say that children have an innate love of 
baseball. Some do. Some don’t. Left to themselves, a large per¬ 
centage of the small fry will go fishing, pick a fight, tease the 
girls, or watch Superman on the TV Even as you and I.” 

This educator was right. Many students will not invest one 
more ounce of effort in their studies than is required, and that 
fact has frustrated teachers for hundreds of years. Our schools, 
therefore, must have enough structure and discipline to require 
certain behavior from children whether or not they have a natu¬ 
ral interest in the subject being taught. 


QUESTION: In one of your early books you talked about 
something you gave to your daughter that symbolized the im¬ 
portance of moral purity. Describe it again. 

DR. DOBSON: Many years ago Shirley and I gave our daugh¬ 
ter a small gold key. It was attached to a chain worn around her 
neck and represented the key to her heart. She made a vow to 
give that key to one man only — the one who would share her 
love through the remainder of her life. You might consider a 
similar gift for your daughter or a special ring for your son. These 
go with them throughout adolescence and provide a tangible 
reminder of the lasting, precious gift of abstinence until mar¬ 
riage, and then fidelity to the mate for life. I still recommend 
this approach enthusiastically. 


QUESTION: Our teenage daughter has become extremely 
modest in recent months, demanding that even her sisters leave 
her room when she’s dressing. I think this is silly, don’t you? 

DIt. DOBSON: No. I would suggest that you honor her re¬ 
quests for privacy. Her sensitivity is probably caused by an aware¬ 
ness that her body is changing, and she is embarrassed by re¬ 
cent developments (or the lack thereof). This is likely to be a 
temporary phase, and you should not oppose her in it.
